According te source, Don Juan was antoconistic tovarda Otto of 
Hansburg.l The reason for this antogonisn renortedly sterned from Otto of 
Hapsburg's failure to invite Don Juan to his vedding and from the: fact that Otto 
of Hansburg considered hinself as the successor to the titles of Alfonso XII. 


2. <A dinner vas piven for Otto of Hansburg efter he emressed 2 desire to meet the 
Spanish nobility. The Due of Alba told one of the organizers of the dinner, 
the Count of ilda, that he vould not attend the affnir, as he considered Otto 
of Hansburg a usurver ond ungrateful to Don Juan. As a result, the creat najor- 
ity of the nobility invited to the Ginner, with the excention of the Duke of 
Hernani and the Due of Bailen, refused to attend. 


3. Subsecuently MARPIU Artojo asled the Conde de Carmo de Alange to organize another 
dinner which the nobility also boycotted, MARTIN Artajo then addressed ec letter 
to Jose LikithZ Lonez, Monarchist leader inside Syain, in which he severely crit- 
icized the Nonarchists end accused them of issuin= subversive vropagenda arsinst 
the rerine.
